UNUSUAL ACTIVITY 
AMONG NAVAL RESERVES.

GOLD RUSH EXPECTED 
IF WAR SCARE CONTINUES.

NEW YORK, Feb, %.—Fifty million dol- 
lars in Minglieh gold will be rushed here im- 
mediately if the war scare continues.

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Secretary Long enjoyed a sound 
sleep last night, the first he has had for some time, and in conse- 
quence he felt so much refreshed this morning that he decided to 
abandon his proposed absence from the Navy Department and 
continue at his duty. He was early at his desk and in consultation 
with Assistant Secretary Roosevelt and Capt. Crowninshield of 
the Navigation Bureau. As to the outlook, he said he thought 


things were looking much better. He said the public ought not 
to be under any misapprehension with regard to naval movements; 


that so far they had mostly been the ordinary dispositions which 


are made from time to time; for instance, the shipping of guns to 
New York is-to supply the Chicago and other vessels which are 
under reconstruction there, and they would go in any event. The 
gun factory at Washington is where they are made and they are 
sent .to various points as the occasion requires. So, too, the call 
for more men, he said, is simply the revival of the recommendation 
in his annual report. 

The telegraph brought news this morning of the arrival at 
Key West of the two vesssels. named, the Detroit coming from 
Mobile, where she was sent to participate in the Mardi Gras fes- 
tivities, and the Marblehead from New Orleans, where she went for 
a similar purpose. The Detroit is going up to the naval station 
to take on coal and both vessels will remain attached to the North 
Atlantic squadron. | 

Acting Secretary Theodore Roosevelt was this morning in 
charge of the Navy Department. When asked concerning the 
probability of war,,and the condition of the navy in case of emer- 
gency, he replied: 

“T wish you would say to the Post-Dispatch that while we do 
not expect war, the Navy Department is simply making every prep- 
aration for it. . 

“The work of the navy is going on as rapidly as we could wish. 
To get into an ideal condition of defense and offense will consume 


much time and a great deal of patient labor. During the last ten 


days the labor of the department has been multiplied. 

“No news of great importance to the public has been received 
to-day from Havana, and like everyone eise we are patiently await- 
ing further developments.” 

His words are susceptible of two interpretations, both consist- 
ent with official reserve and caution. Working night and day to 
prepare for war, the Secretary may regard as the surest way to 
avert war. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—A special to the Herald from Washington says: 


Emergency preparations of the most important character yet attempted by the Navy 
Department have been formally decided upon and the necessary ordtrs for carrying 
them have been issued by Assistant Secretary Roosevelt.

Third—The collection of stores and the completion of repairs to the cruisers Min- 
neapolis and Columbia, the Monitor, Miantenomah and the ram Katahdin. 

Fourth—The shipment to the works of the Herreshoffs of torpedo tubes and ap- 
planees and torpedoes for the torpedo boats Talbot and Gwyn, which will shortly un- 
dergo their steam trials. 

rie authorities have relinquished all idea of keepiag secret the preparations 
which @re being made, and while declining to go into details as to the orders which 
are befhg given, it is generally known what steps are being taken to put the country 
in a condition to meet any emergency that may arise. 

It was not denied that orders had been issued to vessels which will entail their 
movement to different points, but what vessels are affected and where they will go, are 
questions which the department officials decline to answer. The Asiatic squadron is 
assembling at Hong Kong, 60 miles away from Philippines.

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GUNS FOR THE AUXILIARY CRUISERS | 
ORDERED FROM WASHINGTON TO BROOKLYN. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—The commandant at the Washington Navy Yard has 
been ordered to ship to the Brooklyn Navy Yard all the guns to B® used on the auxil- 
iary cruisers. There are 142 guns in reserve for ihe auxiliary cruisers. The largest in 
caliber is six inches, and there are 41 ready, together with 40 five-inch and 49 four-inch 
guns. 

The plans for the American Line steamships, when they are taken for this service 
»—the New York, Paris, St. Louis and St. Paul—call for 13 six-inch rifles on each. 

The guns are being shipped to Brooklyn to-day, and will be stored in the navy 
yard, ready for placing on the ocean greyhounds. 

Officers in charge of ordnance at the Brooklyn Navy Yard were busy this morn- 
ing transferring shells and other ammunition from the navy yard to Fort Lafayette, 
where ammunition for the navy is kept. From that point portions of it will be trans- 
ferred to Fort Wadsworth and to various other forts along the coast. 

Large quantities of ammunition, in the form of 4, 6, 10 and 12-inch shells 
were received at the Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday. More will arrive to-day. It will 
be arranged for immediate shipment to the fleet at Key West. 

Large quantities of stores and ammunition have been received at Forts Slocum 
and Schuyler. At both places there is great avtivity. A detail of 20 artillerymen from 
Fort Schuyler are busily engaged at Willets Point, getting the big disappearing guns 
in working order. 


SPAIN’S CABINET SMILES AND VOTES 
1,000,000 PESETAS TO DEVELOP THE NAVY. 


MADRID, Feb. 26.—The Cabinet has considered the situation, and no incident |

States,” though the ministers expressed “regret at the passion which has crept 
into public opinion during the present incident.”

SOME MEN IN THE CABINET WILLING 
TO LET MONEY ATONE FOR AN INSULT.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Secretary Gage thinks a few dollars and a sweet lit- 
tle apology are ample satisfaction for the loss of the Maine. Sad as it is, humiliating 
and surprising, there are others in the Cabinet who differ with him only in the amount 
of money that shall wipe out the infamy, if it be shown by the Court of Inquiry that 
the Maine was_blown up by design. ° 

All mempbe:s of the Cabinet secretly believe the Maine was Lown up. by. design. 
Yet on the very best information obtainable in Washington, I state that Secretary 
Gage said at a Cabinet meeting within the last 24 hours that even should the com- 
plicity of the Spanish authorities in the blowing up of the Maine be demonstrated be- } 
yond the shadow of a doubt, he was unalterably opposed to going to war, simply ee 
the sake of a ruined battleship and 300 sailors, who, after all, can not be brought to 
life again. 

“T am in favor of going slow,”’ 
opportunity to apologize.” 

Mr. Gary and Mr. Long are said to have agreed that the offense, if proved, must 
be regarded in a most serious light, and they urge the President to send to the Spanish 
Government a big bill, a whopping big bill, to teach the Spaniards that, while an 
American national vessel may be blown up, it is, after all, a costly amusement. 

No one is more loath to believe these utterances than I am. No one is more 
ashamed to chronicle them than I am, but these statements are reported by the best in- 
formed people here. 

They can be directly traced to members of the Cabinet, and it should be published 
that there are thuse who are not ashamed to voice the counsel of ignominy ¢and 
shame, even in the shadow of the White House. 

The tone in both the Senate and the House, on the contrary, is excellent. Every 
step that the President has taken is warmly approved, and as the crisis approaches the 
President has the assurance of the fullest support and sympathy of those who are 
called upon to work in harmony with him during the approaching crisis. 

The general situation is unchanged, and all the departments and branches of the 
Government are working vigorously upon the line of preparations. : 

But the President upon this point, while he may not need it, is entitled to the 
support of his fellow citizens. A popular verdict is now in order upon the question 
whether the blowing up of the Maine under the circumstances can be paid for by dol- 
lars and cents. A full expression of opinion will certainly materially lighten the Pres- 
ident’s labors, and, perhaps for good and all, dishearten those who are secretly coun- 
selling to-night an unpatriotic course and a settlement of the question of the Maine 
wholly incompatible with national honor and self respect.

UNCLE HENRY SENDS THE NORTH 
AND SOUTH BILL BACK 
WITH HIS VETO, 


HE STATES HIS OBJECTIONS. 


House of Delegates Fails to Pass It 
Over His Veto, but Will Make 
Another Effort to Do So. 


The House of Delegates tried to pass the 
North and South bill over the Mayor's veto 
at Friday night’s meeting and failed. The 
attempt will be repeated at the next meet- 
ing. 

A two-thirds vote is necessary. The vote 
for passage was 15 to 13. Four more votes 
are required. Two members, Speaker Leh- 
mann and Delegate Hartmann, voted “no,” 
but meant "‘yes.” Lehmann did so in or- 
der to be in a position to move a recon- 
sideration. Hartmann did so out of courte- 
sy to the Mayor, whose ward he represents. 

With these two voting ros. only two more 
votes would be needed. he friends of the 
measure believe they can get these by 
threatening to hold up legislation in which 
other members are inierested. 

Neither branch of the Assembly has ever 
reconsidered its vote on a motion to pass 
a bill over a veto, and some contend that 
it cannot be done. The others say they 
can suspend the rules and do anything. 

Mayor Ziegenhein is not worrying. “I am 
well satisfied so far,”’ he said, ‘and I think 
everything will come out for the best. I 
have given no thought to the ——e of 
the House making another effort to pass 
the bill over my veto.”’ 

The vetoed bill was accompanied by a 
message. in which Mayor Ziegenhein gave 
his principal reasons for his action. He ob- 
jected io the bill in the first place because 
there was no provision for the forfciture 
of the franchise if the company failed to 
complete the road within a stated period, 
and no time was even fixed within which 
~~ road should be completed or in oper- 
ation. 

In the second place, there was no public 
necessity for the road. It paralleled other 
roads within three blocks nearly every- 
where. and the citizens would be given no 
new accommodations. Furthermore, the 
down-town streets were now so -gr:d-ironed 
that vehicle travel was dangerous, and to 
allow more lines to be built would so inter- 
fere with the operations of the Fire De- 
partment as to menace property interests. 

Another objection was to the provision 
granting the right to lease or buy any other 
railroad. under which ‘:t would be possible 
to create a gigantic monopoly. 

Fourthly, the construction of the road 
on Third and St. Charles streets would 
interfere with the business of those narrow 
thoroughfares. 

he veto message said there were other 
minor objections and the Mayor expressed 
the belief that after being apprised of these 
pitfalls in the bill the peop.e who had pe- 
titioned for the passage of the bill and the 
members of the Assembly who had voted 
for it would withdraw their sappes’.

Senator Deboe and Mr. White met for the 
first time since the confirmation at the White 
House the other day. White immediately re- 
proached the Senator for having failed to 
keep his promise, 

“T never made you any such promise,” said 
Deboe. 

“You certainly did,’’ said Mr. White. 

“You are a liar,’ said Deboe hotly. 

“You are a liar,’ responded White, “and if 
we were not in the White House I would 
smash your face.” 

Senator Deboe suggested that they go out- 
side and settle the matter, and to this White 
assented. As they were going out of the 
spring door White, who was following be- 
hind, says he pushed open the doors just in 
time to see Senator Deboe reaching back in 
his ‘hip pocket.

Assuming the responsibility of Spain for the Maine’s destruc- 
tion, what will be the position of the President if he fails to 
make the freedom of Cuba one of the conditions of repara- 
tion? 

The Cuban question will remain unsettled with a more in- 
tolerable situdtion. It will be impossible for the President to 
send another warship on a peace footing into Havana harbor. 
No President would dare run the risk of a wanton sacrifice 
of a ship and her crew by sending another vessel into that 
wolf's nest except on guard with shotted guns. 

It will be impossible for Americans to live in safety In Cuba. 
They have been warned away by Consul General Lee. 

American interests in Cuba will have to be sacrificed, be- 
cause without precipitating war the Government will be un- 
able to interfere. 

Spain must in the conditions now existing, which would be 
aggravated by a report of Spain’s responsibility for the 
Maine’s destruction, leave Cuba or the United States must 
withdraw wholly from Cuban affairs and make no further ef- 
forts to maintain our rights or protect our interests. 

The United States cannot do this, and, therefore, the settle- 
ment of the Cuban question is inevitable. The only final set- 
tlement is the freedom of Cuba. 

Conditions which brought about the Maine’s loss and condi- 
tions which must follow it offer good ground for intervention. 
The Jestruction of the Maine and the murder of her men de- 
man! no less a reparation than the evacuation of Cuba. 

We have the opportunity to meet the inevitable, te do jus- 
tice and accomplish a noble object with one blow. Let us 
link the vindication of American honor with the liberation of 
the Cuban people.

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FIGHTING ON CREDIT. 


While the American civil war cost the country in pensions 
between 1865 and 1895 the sum of $1,949,562,071, it cost $2,791,537,- 
715 in interest on bonds or money borrowed from wealthy per- 
sons and corporations largely foreigners. 

In other words, the multitude of poor men, chiefly Americans, 
who risked their lives, and the families of ;jthose who gave their 
lives, have in the 30 years named received from the nation 
$841,975,646 less than the comparative few wealthy persons, 
many of them foreigners, who only risked a part of their 
money for compensation, to carry on ithe war. 

In view of such a showing as this, taken from the public’ 
~ records, it is strange that the Secretary of the Treasury should 
“kt thisearly day broach a proposition for a bond issue to carry 
on a war with Spain, as if the country had no resources other 
than the money lender to draw upon. 

While it is quite just that posterity should bear a part of the 
burden of a war, the figures given show how essential it is that 
a nation should exhaust all its means, by equitable taxation, in 
the effort fo carry the war through successfully, without re- 
sorting to methods whose results will be so inequitable and 
burdensome. 
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If Judging of the future by the past is the best way to arrive 
ata conclusion as to what is to come, what are we to expect 
from the spoils system in the improvement of St. Louis? 
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A NEW NAVAL TERROR. 


Assuming that the submarine boat Holland has, as is 
claimed, traveled for miles under water, it is clear that her 
inventor has revolutionized naval warfare. 

Against a diving boat of this description the gun and the 
torpedo are harmless. On the other hand, the warship, no 
matter how heavily armed and armored, is at her mercy.

A Negro Tortured at the Kansas State 
| Reformatory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb, %.—The, Wellington 
Mail, a Republican paper, prints a serious 
story of cruelty at the State Reformatory. 
Wade Thomas, a negro prisoner, became re- 
fractory on Feb. 11 and was confined in his 
cell. Feb. 14 he broke the fron cot in his 
cell, tore his bedclothing, piled them In a 
corner and set fire to them. Supt. Cage or- 
dered ten officers to the cell, but they were 
afraid to enter. Case ordered the officers to 
get hot irons. The whole party hastened io 
the engine room, procured two long iron 
rods, heated them white hot and rushel 
back to the cellhouse. Assistant Superin- 
tendent Hopkins and Officer Joseph 
handled the hot irons.

He instantly offered to calmly sur- 
render, and even put his hands through the 
cell doors so that he could be ha fed 
before the door was opened.

HOW THE RULES MIGHT BE 
CHANGED AND BASEBALL 
IMPROVED. 


SIX INSTEAD OF THREE OUTS. 


Electric Wires to Assist the Umpire in 
Making His Decisions When 
Men Are Running the Bases. 


There is little talk about changing the 
rules at the coming session of the National 
League. 

Is it possible that the manner of playing 
the game of baseball is so near perfection 
that few, if any, radical changes are 
needed? 

There is room for grave doubt as to 
whether the national game has reached 
such a state of perfection, 

Lately there has been agitated the sub- 


ject of shortening the time consumed in 
playing a game. It is hardly probable that 
the major portion of the patrons of the 
game would approve such an innovation, 
but, to the ordinary spectator, anything 
would be welcome that would have a ten- 
dency to avoid unnecessary delays. 

In baseball as on the stage the patronage 
demands a practically continuous exhibi- 
tion of the skill that is offered ft in return 
for its dollars; numérous interruptions in 
the game, whether necessary (from the 
prehistoric character of the playing rules) 
or unnecessary, caused by a lack of firm- 
ness of the umpire to enforce the rules, 
have a tendency to lessen interest in the 
game. Anything having a tendency to 
lessen interest in the game attacks the very 
vitality of the amusement itself,

‘age of all the time that their teams were

‘so decided. In other words, each compet- 
‘ing team in every game should be allowed 
|to have a separate list ‘of fielding and bat- 
\ting players if it so desired. The batting

So many games are decided by one run 
that it is doubtful in cases of this kind if 
the team that ‘wins’ by such a narrow 
margin has, in all cases, played the better 
ball. It seems strange that the scoring 
rules would not summarize the total num- 
ber of bases safely reached by each player 
in the game. Then the public could form 


onehgg which team had played the better 
all. 


There are so many delays caused by 
Players questioning the umpire’s decisions 
and the language often used by players 
s0 indecent that the public would approve 
rule or change that would forever 
discontinue this practice. Here electricity 
might be made useful. Each base could 
be set on a pivot in such a way that when 
any point of it was touched by a runner 
it would complete an electric circuit con- 
nected with a bel] stationed near the um- 
pire. The baseman should have a small 
post set near the base, also so connected 
by electricity, which he would be required 
to touch with the ball instead of the run- 
ner as at present. This would ring another 
bell, and if the bells were of different pitch 
of tone or intensity of sound the umpire, 
players and spectators wilke could readiiy 
determine whether the play was safe or 
out. Should the baseman accidentally or 
otherwise touch the plate and ring the 
runner’s bell, then as a penalty to the base- 
man the runner should be declared safé 
and the baseman charged with an error. 

This arrangement would do away with’ 
the dangerous practices of sliding and spik- 
ing. The staves might be set three feet 
in such a manner as to 
not be in the way of either flelder or base 
runner.
